SOUGHT BY POSSES 
NEAR W ELLSV ILLE

This morning, it appeared that 
the hunt might be climaxed by open

Police in various dis­ 
tricts as far awray as Pittsburgh re­ 
ported they had no hounds available 
for the killer’s chase. 
This latest episode in the wild and

The 
shooting accurred Saturday when 
police pursued bandits believed re­ 
sponsible for the robbery of the Til­ 
ton bank at Tiltonville, on the Ohio 
river, Friday. 
Guard Jail 
While the search went on, heavily 
armed cordons of police patrolled 
the area around the local jail to 
prevent any attempt by other mem­ 
bers of the group of hoodlums to 
deliver Richetti. 
Richetti, Department of Justice 
agents said, was identified by twro 
employes of the Tiltonville bank as 
one of the men who robbed the in­ 
stitution of $500. 
Charles “Pretty 
Boy” Floyd was also named by the 
agents as having been identified by 
the pair of bankers. 
Richetti was captured and Floyd 
was shot in a hair-raising gun bat­ 
tle as Chief Fultz and tw’o special 
officers, Will Irwin / and 
Grover 
Potts, drove to a house near the 
edge of Wellsville in response to a 
telephone tip that two suspicious 
men had spent the night there. 
Dressed in plain clothes, the chief 
left his car and encountered a man 
in the roadway. The man was Floyd, 


quickly overcame the gunman and 
his two hostages. 
The police opened fire 
on

men. 
Baum 
was 
slightly 
wounded in the blast from the offi­ 
cer’s guns. Escaping once 
more 
from withering shots, Floyd leaped 
from the car and dashed into the 
dense

stains on Baum’s machine’s cushions. 
James H. Baum, Wellsville florist, 
whose automobile wras commandeer­ 
ed after the McMillan machine be­ 
came disabled, was questioned at 
length by department of justice 
agents. 
Saw No Bullet Wound. 
Melvin H. Purvis, chief of the Chi­ 
cago federal bureau and agent in 
charge, 
told 
International 
News 
Service that Baum stated he saw no 
bullet wound while driving the rpan 
believed to be Floyd before the lat­ 
ter dashed into the woods in which 
he is now’ believed to be In hiding. 
Purvis and a dozen other agents 
ran dow’n all clues, questioning all 
those familiar with the case. One 
group of the agents was sent to Dil 
lonvale, O., w’here a half-brother of 
Richetti lives. If Floyd has escaped 
from the woods, it was believed he 
may have turned to Richetti’s rela 
tives for protection until the heat of 
the man-hunt subsides. 
Underworld haunts in Youngstown 
and Akron, where Floyd is known to 
have friends, wore watched closely 
Authorities pointed out he had 
friends at Youngstown where the 
stranger who got a ride with Me 
Millan w’as particularly desirous of 
going.

refused to give him up. 
Last night I made a formal re­ 
quest on the chief of 
police

Wellsville for custody of the pris­ 
oner.

Floyd fled over a hill to a highway 
where he 
encountered 
McMillan 
driving a small car. 
Baum, also driving a small car, 
was then stopped by 
Floyd 
and 
compelled to drive toward Lisbon. 
As they neared Lisbon police offi­ 
cers appeared in the road and Floyd 
made Baum turn around and drive 
back toward Wellsville. About nine 
miles from Wellsville Floyd jumped 
out of the car and fled 
into the 
woods. 
Floyd Wounded 
“Floyd 
was wounded, 
I 
know 
that,” Baum, who is a florist, told 
the police. “He was suffering con­ 
siderably.* but was so excited he paid 
little attention to the 
pain. It 
looked as though he had been shot 
clear through the body, either from 
his stomach or from the back.” 
Further evidence that Floyd was 
wounded—a 
pool 
of 
blood—was 
found in the rear of Baum’s car. 
The woods into which the gun 
man fled is five miles long and two 
miles wide and there are innumer 
able brush piles where a man migh 
hide. 
A posse of more than 150 men 
w?as combing the section this morn­ 
ing, but no trace could be found of 
Floyd. 
This led to the suspicion 
that the desperado had crawled un­ 
der a brush pile and died. If this 
is the case it might be days before 
his body is discovered. 
Richetti made what the author­ 
ities described as a “frank confes­ 
sion.” He said he and Floyd kid­ 
naped

Bolivar, Mo., a year ago, and de­ 
tailed the drive from Bolivar to Le-

Denies Pal Is Floyd 
Richetti denied, however, that the 
man who had been with him and 
who was wounded yesterday was 
Floyd. 
He said he had been sep­ 
arated from Floyd in Texarkana a 
year ago and that the last he had 
heard from the outlaw indicated he 
was in El Paso, Tex 
Chief of Police Futz was certain 
the man he had shot was Floyd. 
“I recognized Floyd instantly,” he 
said.

Follows Search For Robbers 
The gun battle occurred follow­ 
ing a search by Fultz for robbers 
wrho held up the Tiltonville bank 
and escaped with $500. 
The Kansas City massacre, which 
the government will lay at the door 
of Richetti and Floyd, occurred on 
June 17, 1933, in front of the Union 
Station in Kansas City. It resulted 
when an attempt W’a s made to res­ 
cue Frank Nash, an escaped convict 
and friend of the late Verne Müler,

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SAFETY AT SEA 


A 


PROPOSAL, which if adopted might go far toward making 
sea travel more safe, has been made by Secretary of Com- 


merce Roper. 


His recommendation is that naval officers be assigned to 


travel on American merchant ships for the purpose of inspecting 
equipment and service, especially the latter, from the stand- 
point of safety. 


While conditions generally may not be as bad as those 


which the Morro Castle inquiry indicated existed on that ship, 
there is nothing to show that they are of a kind to provide the 
greatest possible degree of assurance for the safety of passeng- 
ers. 
The federal steamboat inspection service is supposed to 


see that ships are equipped with a sufficient number of lifeboats 
and other safety devices to take care of all passengers in case of 
disaster. 
It is able to exercise little oversight or control, how- 


ever, over the crew in the way of seeing that they are properly 
acquainted with their duties and capable of performing these in 
the proper way. 


The use of traveling safety inspectors would offer a way of 


accomplishing this. And it probably would be hard to find men 
better .equipped for this service than naval officers, 
highly 


trained in discipline' and proficient in safety procedure. 


The Roper proposal has much to recommend it. 
Some- 


thing needs to be done to prevent a repitition of the Morro Cas- 
tle tragedy, and this is among the most promising suggestions 
brought forth by the disaster.

For what fear these developments may .strike in the hearts and 


the brains of would-be or full-fledged kidnapers the country will be en- 
thusiastically grateful. There is no romance, no glamour to the crime 
of kidnaping; it courts unanimous vengeance and there are cheers from 
every throat at the kidnaper's downfall. 


The arrest of Hauptmann, the return of Mrs. Stoll -and the ap- 


parently imminent arrest of her abductor are infinitely gratifying. - They 
may not signify the beginning of the end of a national scourge, but at 
least we are holding our own. 


BIG NEWS SECRET 


People who think a newspaper reporter is a noisy fellow who blabs 


everything he hears, and sometimes more, may be surprised to learn that 
all the newspaper men in Louisville, Ky., knew v;ho the kidnaper was 
in the Stoll case, for six days before they let it out. 


That grouping includes virtually all the local newspaper people— 


managing editors, city editors, reporters and camera men—plus the cor- 
respondents from many cities and news agencies who were present, 
working on the case. 


Generally speaking, it might be said that the American press is a

He would like to see the government go in for cultural and educa- 


tional lectures, and of course the Washington departments would have 
their whack at entertaining—telling bedtime stories with the aid of 
juggled figures and musty reports. Allotment of time and arrangement 
of programs would be in the hands of a committee drawn from educa- 
tional and cultural groups with departmental representation. The presi- 
dent would appoint. 


It may be that one of these days congress will establish a gov- 


ernmental broadcasting enterprise, but if or when it does we may be 
pretty sure that it won't be run by any cultural committee. Politics will 
be back of It. It is easy to imagine an administration—any administra- 
tion—using it for the promulgation, through designated spokesmen, of 
campaign propaganda around election time, and with Huey Long and 
bellicose senators and Representatives demanding opportunity to air 
their grievances and denounce their political enemies whenever they felt 
like it. And they would be given their opportunities or know the rea- 
son why.

tem would be exceedingly costly, and we are wasting altogether too 
much money already without seeking another bottomless pit into which 
to dump millions of dollars.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

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SAFETY AT SEA 


A 


PROPOSAL, which if adopted might go far toward making 
sea travel more safe, has been made by Secretary of Com- 


merce Roper. 


His recommendation is that naval officers be assigned to 


travel on American merchant ships for the purpose of inspecting 
equipment and service, especially the latter, from the stand- 
point of safety. 


While conditions generally may not be as bad as those 


which the Morro Castle inquiry indicated existed on that ship, 
there is nothing to show that they are of a kind to provide the 
greatest possible degree of assurance for the safety of passeng- 
ers. 
The federal steamboat inspection service is supposed to 


see that ships are equipped with a sufficient number of lifeboats 
and other safety devices to take care of all passengers in case of 
disaster. 
It is able to exercise little oversight or control, how- 


ever, over the crew in the way of seeing that they are properly 
acquainted with their duties and capable of performing these in 
the proper way. 


The use of traveling safety inspectors would offer a way of 


accomplishing this. 'And it'probably would be hard to find men 
better .equipped for this service than naval officers, highly 
trained in discipline' and proficient in safety procedure. 


The Roper proposal has much to recommend it. Some- 


thing needs to be done to prevent a repitition of the Morro Cas- 
tle tragedy, and this is among the most promising suggestions 
brought forth by the disaster. 


TASTES IN RIOT 


In Paris a century ago the first presentation of Victor Hugo's 


romantic play "Hernani" caused a riot in the theater. The adherents of 
the classic school came 'to blows with the new romanticists, and a. grand 
time was had by all. 


We may riot- in the United States now and then, but preferably 


we do it over baseball. It enlists our emotions more strongly than the 
theater. The Detroit incident is, of course, the most rou'nt example. 


Evidently differtnt nations have different temperaments and dif- 


ferent ways of relaxing. Americans seem to take baseball as seriously as 
Parisians used to take the theater.

BIG NEWS SECRET 


People who think a newspaper reporter is .a noisy fellow who blabs 


everything he hears, and sometimes more, may be surprised to learn that 
all the newspaper men in Louisville, Ky., knew who the kidnaper was 
in the Stoll case, for six days before they let it out. 


That grouping includes virtually all the local newspaper people— 


managing editors, city editors, reporters and camera men—plus the cor- 
respondents from many cities and news agencies who were present, 
working on the case.

Politics will 
be back of it. It is easy to imagine an administration—any administra- 
tion— using it for the promulgation, through designated spokesmen, of 
campaign propaganda around election time, and with Huey Long and 
bellicose senators and Representatives demanding opportunity to air 
their grievances and denounce their political enemies whenever they felt 
like it.

Yet that will not take care of the 


increasing 
technological 
problem. 


Will industry be wEling to give up 
less and less of its earnings to pro- 
vide employment? And, 
if that 


does prove true, will that not lend 
itself to death-dealing competition 
—unless there is finally a complete 
monopoly, in the hands of the gov- 
ernment? 


That is the question that eventu- 


ally will have to be met. according 
to some of the economists.

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SAFETY AT SEA 
A 
PROPOSAL, which if adopted might go far toward making 
sea travel more safe, has been made by Secretary of Com- 


mercc Roper. 
, . 
His recommendation is that naval officers be assigned to 
travel on American merchant ships for the purpose of inspecting 
equipment and service, especially the latter, from the stand- 


point of safety. 
While conditions generally may not be as bad as tn 
which the Morro Castle inquiry indicated existed on that slnp, 
there is nothing to show that they are of a kind to provide the 
greatest possible degree of assurance for the safety of passeng­ 
ers. 
The federal steamboat inspection service is supposed to 
see that ships are equipped with a sufficient number ot lifeboats 
and other safety devices to take care of all passengers in case of 
disaster. 
It is able to exercise little oversight or control, how­ 
ever, over the crew in the way of seeing that they are property 
acquainted with their duties and capable of performing these in 


the proper way. 
The use of traveling safety inspectors would offer a way ot 
accomplishing this. 
And it probably would be hard to find men 
better equipped for this service than naval 
officers, 
highly 
trained in discipline and proficient in safety procedure. 
The Roper proposal has much to recommend it. 
Some­ 
thing needs to be done to prevent a repitition of the Morro Cas­ 
tle tragedy, and this is among the most promising suggestions 
brought forth by the disaster. 


TASTES IN RIOT 
In Paris a century ago the first presentation of Victor Hugo’s 
romantic play “H ernani” caused a riot in the theater. The adherents of 
the classic school came to blows with the new romanticists, and a grand 
time was had by all. 
We may riot in the United States now and then, but preferably 
we do it over baseball. It enlists our emotions more strongly than the 
theater. The Detroit incident is, of course, the most rriunt example. 
Evidently differtnt nations have different temperaments and dif­ 
ferent ways of relaxing. Americans seem to take baseball as seriously as 
Parisians used to take the theater. 


BEGINNING OF THE END? 
The great fight on kidnaping moves forward on two major fronts. 
The kidnaped Mrs. Stoll has returned to her Louisville home and H aupt­ 
m ann stands on the brink of trial for murder in New Jersey. 
For what fear these developments may strike in the hearts and 
the brains of would-be or full-fledged kidnapers the country will be en­ 
thusiastically grateful. There is no romance, no glamour to the crime 
of kidnaping; it courts unanimous vengeance and there are cheers from 
every throat at the kidnaper’s downfall. 
The arrest of Hauptmann, the return of Mrs. Stoll and the ap­ 
parently imminent arrest of her abductor are infinitely gratifying. They 
may not signify the beginning of the end of a national scourge, but at 
toast we are holding our own. 


BIG NEWS SECRET 
People who think a newspaper reporter is a noisy fellow who blabs 
everything he hears, and sometimes more, may be surprised to learn that 
all the newspaper men in Louisville, Ky., knew who the kidnaper was 
in the Stoll case, for six days before they let it out. 
That grouping includes virtually all the local newspaper people- 
managing editors, city editors, reporters and camera men—plus the cor­ 
respondents from many cities and news agencies who were present, 
working on the case. 
Generally speaking, it might be said that the American press is a 
whole knew the kidnaper’s identity. 
Here was a notable example of confidential co-operation between 
police and press. And such instances are far more common than news­ 
paper readers realize.

Under the original rules of prize 
law. goods were not regarded as des­ 
tined for an enemy, country unless 
they were to be discharged in a port 
of that country: but the American 
prize courts found themselves com­ 
pelled in ’61-65 to apply and develop 
the doctrine of 
continuous voyage 
under which goods which could be 
proved to be ultimately intended for 
an enemy country were not exempt 
from seizure on the 
ground

they were first to be discharged in 
an intervening neutral port.

Men Outnumber 


Coeds By Six 


At Westminster 


(Special to The News) 
NEW WILMINGTON, Oct. 22.— 


Men students outnumber women 
students by six at Westminster col- 
lege this year. Of the 680 students 
enrolled for the first semester, there 
are 343 men and 337 women. This 
semester's enrollment is about 50 
greater than that of the first sem- 
ester of last year, and is 10 greater 
than the total registration of the 
second semester last year when 670 
were registered. 


Both the senior and freshman 
classes at Westminster have more 
men students than women. There 
are 62 senior men and 54 women; 
while there are 124 frosh men and 
113 women. The junior class in- 
cludes 57 men and 63 women, while 
the sophomore class has 83 men and 
89 women.

Editor New Castle News: 


Rejoice ye people of New Castle— 
the school tax is going to be raised! 
This at least is fhe opinion an- 
nounced by the School Board after 
its lengthy and laborious session 
held last week. 


The reason for the opinion ad- 


vanced is the fact that hardly 59 
per cent of the people of this city 
have paid their school taxes for the 
last year or so. which is causing a 
shortage in the school revenues to 
the extent that the school board 
cannot keep up paying its various 
school obligations at the present 
rate of expenditures, without read- 
justing the financial program to 
conform to the existing 'economic 
conditions of the taxpayers, or with- 
out violation of some of the school 
laws. This not only applies to New 
Castle, but also to the country at 
large. 


Of course, the increase of taxes 


will entail the larger amount of 
penalties and monthly fines for in- 
ability' of many people to pay their 
taxes on time, whereby increasing 
the people's burden at the time 
when they cannot meet their pre- 
sent obligations, leaving out any in- 
creases whatsoever. The result of 
increased taxes will be that less 
people will pay their taxes than 
heretofore. The fact is: The higher 
the taxes under present conditions, 
the less people will pay them. That's 
the common sense economics.

Editor New Castle Nows: 
Rejoice ye people of New Castle— 
the school tax is going to be raised! 
T liis at least is the opinion a n ­ 
nounced by the School Board after 
its lengthy and laborious session 
held last week. 
The reason for the opinion ad­ 
vanced is the fact th a t hardly 59 
per cent of the people of this city 
have paid their school taxes for the 
last year or so. which is causing a 
shortage in the school revenues to 
the extent th a t the school board 
cannot keep up paying its various 
school 
obligations 
at the present 
rate of expenditures, without read­ 
justing the financial program to 
conform to the existing ‘economic 
conditions of the taxpayers, or w ith­ 
out violation of some of the school 
laws. This not only applies to New 
Castle, but also to the country at 
large. 
Of course, the increase of taxes 
will entail the larger am ount of 
penalties and m onthly fines for in­ 
ability of m any people to pay their 
taxes 011 tim e, whereby increasing 
the people’s burden at the tim e 
when they cannot m eet their pre­ 
sent obligations, leaving out any in­ 
creases whatsoever.

SANKOVITCH FORMER 
HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETE 


^Crushed under a fall of earth, 


when the side of a trench, in 
which he was working at the 
plant of the Bessemer Lime- 
stone 
and Cement Company 


at Bessemer, caved in Saturday 
afternoon, at 3:]5, John Sanko- 
vieh, aged 19 years, was almost 
instantly killed. 
He was dead 


when fellow workmen extricated

from

qu*rtcrs of an hour after the 
accident happened. 
Two men, Waino Puromaki, aged 


22 years, and Alex Brentin, aged 40, 
who were working alongside of San- 
kovich, escaped with 
but minor 
bruises. 


Earth Slides 


According to officials at the plant 
Sankovitch had been working on a 
platform, slightly higher than the 
spot where Puromaki and Brentin 
were working. He was throwing the 
earth which the other two men were 
digging out, up out of the ditch from 
the platform. 


Apparently the earth at the one 


side of the trench had become loos- 
ened from the vibration of the 
5H?her- nearby, and let go. Sanko- 
vlch must have tried to hurl him- 
self out of the way of the falling 
dirt and in so doing, was hurled face 
downward into the trench, being 
covered for a depth of several feet 


Two Rescued 


f^f01?8*1 was cohered to the top 
of his head and Brentin to the 
chest, but they were standing up- 
right, and were soon uncovered. A 
workman who saw the cavern rush- 
ed to Howard Bah-, a foreman at the 
crusher, who summoned men under 
=im> 1nl 1?e£. hurri«l to the spo 
an£. started digging frantically to 
extricate the burled youth. It was 
practically twenty minutes, before 
his head and shoulders were uncov- 
ered, and almost that much more 
before the body had been recovered 
He was pronounced dead by a doc- 
tor when removed from the ditch.

SANKOVITCH FORMER 
HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETE 


Crashed under a fall of earth, 
when the side of a trench, in 
which he was working at the 
plant of the Bessemer Lime­ 
stone

afternoon, at 3:15, John Sanko- 
vich, aged 19 years, was almost 
instantly killed.

The 
former two had somehow managed 
to get to the highway and flagged 
down William Herge. 
Mr. Herge, 


with his mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Buquo, his wife, and Fred Bell, all 
of this city, had left Zelienople 
about 1:30. Mr. Herge stopped his 
car when flagged down by the two 
boys, after noticing that they had 
been covered with blood. After ex- 
tricating Honneffer from the wreck- 
age, with the assistance of Mr. Bell, 
he rushed the other two to the local 
hospital. 
In the meantime another motorist 


had 
summoned an 
ambulance. 


Honneffer was dead before the hos- 
pital was reached. 
The deceased is survived by his 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Addison Hon- 
neffer, two brothers, and one sister. 
Funeral services will be held on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock from, 
the late home, with the Rev. Charles

ELLWOOD IS DEFEATED 
BY SHARPSVILLE TEAM 


Tubers Collapse In Last Pe- 


riod To Lose 7-0 After 


Outplaying Opponents 


LUCAS STARS 
IN SCORING DRIVE 


ELLWOOD CITY, Oct. 22—For 


three quarters Ellwood City high 
gridders presented an impregnable 
defense and outplayed their oppo- 
nents at Sharpsville Saturday. With 
about five -minutes left to play in 
the last quarter the Tubers collapsed 
as Sharpsville launched a running 
attack from their own 45 for a 
score, Yonk Lucas 'doing the ball 
toting. -Malia kicked the extra point 
from placement to give them a 7-0 
victory. 


The sudden collapse of the Tubers 


was a complete surprise to local sup- 
porters. In fact, it was a shock to 
watch the tide suddenly change in 
the last quarter, after the EUwood- 
ians had shown marked superiority 
in every department of the game ex- 
cept punting. 
The Tubers were 


twice within the 20-yard line and 
late in the third quarter had pene- 
trated the ten. The turning point 
came at this time when, failing to 
gain through the line, Young drop- 
ped back to pass ori last down and 
heaved a beautiful 25-yard pass to 
Bettoni, Ellwood right end. He re- 
ceived the pigskin over the goal 
line and it slipped right on through 
his hands. 


Ellwood was in complete control 


of the situation up until this time. 
Another deciding factor for Sharps- 
ville was Ellwood's excessive fum- 
bling of the ball. Each seemingly 
offensive drive by the Tubers was 
stopped when they lost the ball by a 
fumble. This occurred seven times 
and actually the only time Eilwood 
has fumbled from scrimmage in six 
games. In the last quarter Ellwood 
had gained four yards through rush- 
ing to Sharpsville's 44. 


The Tubers took control of the 


situation early jvhen the registered 
two first downs in the Initial stanza 
to none for the home team.

ELLWOOD CITY, Oct. 22.—Ken- 


neth Honneffer of Crescent avenue 
was killed and Louis Witte of Spring 
avenue and Chester Brown of Wiley 
Hill were seriously injured about 1:15 
o'clock Sunday morning, when a car 
driven by the deceased, skidded off 
Stamm's Hill on the Zelienople road 
and overturned several times into a 
field.. 
It is believed that Honneffer re- 


ceived a fractured skull and died in- 
stantly. Brown received an injury 
just above the eyes that may cause 
the loss of his sight. Witte had a 
partly severed right ear. Both had 
other lacerations and a number of 
bruises about the body. The youths 
were from 18 to 19 years of age. 


From an investigation conducted 


by County Coroner Orville Potter, it 
was learned that the three youths 
were on their way home from Zel- 
ienople, where they had attended 
a dance. They were all riding the 
front seat oil Honneffer's roadster. 
Coming down Stamm's Hill around 
a curve another car appeared ahead 
of them. It had been raining since 
they left Zelienople and when Hon- 
neffer applied his brakes, the car 
skidded off the road to the right. 
It hit a ditch and overturned sev- 
eral times into a field, down an in- 
cline. 
Witte and Brown were nearly 


hurled free of the car, but Hon- 
neffer was pinned beneath it. The 
former two had somehow managed 
to get to the highway and flagged 
down William Herge. 
Mr. Herge, 


with his mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Buquo, his wife, and Fred Bell, all 
of this city, had 
left Zelienople 


about 1:30. Mr. Herge stopped his 
car when flagged down by the two 
boys, after noticing that they had 
been covered with blood. After ex- 
tricating Honneffer from the wreck- 
age, with the assistance of Mr. Bell, 
he rushed the other two to the local 
hospital. 
In the meantime another motorist 


had 
summoned 
an 
ambulance. 


Honneffer was dead before the hos- 
pital was reached. 


The deceased is survived by his 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Addison Hon- 
neffer, two brothers, and one sister. 
Funeral services will be held on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock from j 
the late home, with the Rev. Charles I 
Z. Bell officiating, assisted by the | 
Rev. W. E. Minteer of the local U. 
P. church. Interment will be made 
In the Locust Grove cemetery.

ing in the granery of Mrs. Mitchell 
Chase of Rapp's Corners, about six 
miles west of here.' The discovery 
was made by his wife, Mary, and his 
22-year-old son, Wilson, who had 
frantically hurried to the Chase 
farm in search of Emery. 


When he left his home yesterday 


Emery told his wife he was "driving 
over to Mrs. Chase's and take care 
of her horses." Beside his body were 
found two buckets 'filled with oats. 


Police hunted for questioning a 


man who lived in an isolated house 
about two miles from here until he 
disappeared immediately after the 
house was levelled by fire.

nair whom I can identify." 


The informant said he heard no 
baby's cries until the next month, 
after the Lindbergh infant abduc- 
tion. Then, occasionally he would 
hear a baby crying and the sound 
of footsteps on the stairway. 


Local authorities transmitted the 
veteran's story to New Jersey polic 
who were expected to send an in 
vestigator here.

The informant said he heard no
